Our Solemn Duty to Pray 

ior Others 

Our text suggests. first of all 
our respo! sibil yY (sod for our 
praying. When they appealed to 
samuel not to cease to pray for 
them, the prophet answered, “I 
could not so sin against God as to 
cease to pray for vou.” Our pray- 
ing, then, has a relation of per- 
sonal responsibility in the sight of 
God. 

Man is responsible for evefy op- | 
portunity with which his life is 
in any way invested. All of life’s 
talents, its privileges, its oppor- | 
tunities, are gifts from. the Al- | 
mighty to us, and unto Him we}! 


are responsible for the use or the | 
abuse of them all. Man is respon- | 
sible for the abuse made of his- 
education, for the education that 
he does have, for the education 
that he can have. For the best 
possible development of. the re- 
sources of mind and heart and 
life every man is responsible. 
Man is likewise responsible for 
his influence. If he could bring to 
pass certain great causes for the 


welfare of men and the glory of 
his Maker by the use of. his _in- 
fluence, then he shall justly. be 
héld accountable in the sight of 
the Almighty for such use or 
abuse of influence. 

Man is responsible for the use 


or abuse of his money, and he un- 
to whom the Lord gives the power 
to get wealth shall certainly be 
held responsible for the use or 
abuse of that talent as any man 
in the world entrusted with any 
other gift. 

Now, prayer is one of the su- 
preme opportunities that God has 
vouchsafed unto men for the for- 
warding of His kingdom among 
men. Praver is a force. Paul talks 
about “helping together by pray- 
er.’ And for using or abusing such 
opportunity, God will. hold eVery 
one of us accountable. Prayer has 
then, first of all, a direct refer- 
ence to God; and when we look 


| 


upon it like. that, there comes 
home to us the painful discovery 
of how much we have doubtless 
lost by the neglect of this oppor- 
tunity that God has offered us. 
We talk about latent powers. 
We talk about the latent power 
of steam, that wrapped up, undis- 
closed, hidden power, of which 
the world for so long a time did 
not have any just conception at 
all, not even when its power be- 
gan first to be discovered and 
used. We talk about the latent 
power of electricity, that now 
speaks messages-around the world 
in one or two moments. How lit- 
tle we knew about that latent 
power until just a few years ago. 
But the most marvelous latent 
power in the world is the latent 
power of prayer. Do you doubt 
that things ail about us would be 
different if we had prayed as we 
ought? Do you doubt that condi- 


tions in Church and in State 
would be marvelously -changed 
from what they now are if the 


sons of men had called upon God 
as they ought? 


Why We Do Not Realize 
the Power of Prayer 

There are manifest reasons why 
men do not realize the power of 
intercessory prayer. A number of 
them will occur to us as we think 
upon the subject. Men do not real- 
ize the responsibility and moment 
of intercessory prayer, because 
they do not stop to think that 
praver is more than a privilege. 


Prayer is a God-enjoined duty. It 
is not optional with us whether 
or not we shall pray for men, It 


is a direct command from the AI- 
mighty for us to pray for men, for 
ll men, without leaving one’ oul 
all the world. That is a God- 
as plainly indicated 
in His Scriptures as is any other 
truth there indicated. 

We have too much Jooked upon 
this matter as a mat- 
ter privilege. sure, it’ is 

privil an exalted 
an inebemerknie privi- 
this privilege of preferring 
our requests before God, On, if 
we had to come home to the 
awful realization that pis would 
not hear us, no matter how we 
called upon Him, it Soule para- 
lyze us and overwhelm us! Blessed 
and exalted above all words is the 
privilege of prayer!

But prayer is a great deal more 
than a privilege. Praver is a God- 
given duty, and no man is excused 
from it, no matter what his belief, 
or character, or condition in. life. 
God asks all men to pray, to pre- 
'fer their requests before Him, to 
come unto Him continually, and 
tell Him out of their hearts, their 
hopes’ and fears and needs and de- 
sires. We have too much looked 
upon it simply as a privilege to 
he used or not, according to our 
own Wish. 

And, again, we 
ized as we ought the 
the danger of men all 
for whom we are to pray. Oh, if 
ve could have the curtains that 
separate us from eternity lifted, so 
that we might have just one 
glance at the danger of men all 
about us, the one thing we would 
do would be to betake ourselves 
at once to our rooms, and fall 
down there upon our faces be- 
fore the Almighty, and entreat His 
merey and favor and = gracious 
hand of deliverance in their be- 
half. 

Still again, we do not realize 
this matter as we ought, because 
the answer to our prayers is so 
often delayed. Time and_ time 
again different ones of you have 
come to me and said, “I have 
asked—-God witnesseth the truth 
of what I say—I have asked for 
Him to do this or that or the 
other thing for me, and yet no 
answer has come.” “Hone deferred 
maketh the heart sick,” and after

a While the anxious mother droops 
in her prayers, wanes in her ex- 
pectations, goes down under the 
withering paralysis of distrust of 
God, and to a large degree ceases 
to pray. And so it goes with the 
devoted, clinging, patient, trust- 
ful,‘ Christian wife, as she _be- 
seeches God for the strong man 
by her side, that he may be saved. 
Because the answer is often long 
delayed, we cease to pray as we 
ought, leaving the whole matter, 
in some stoical, unbelieving way, 
to the arbitrament of the Al- 
mighty, in whom is infinite wis- 
dom and from whom must come 
every needed blessing. 


Pray for Those in Authority 

But now for whom is interées- 
sory prayer to be offered? Paul, 
in his first letter to Timothy, 
leaves us without any, sort._of 
doubt about the persons for whom 
prayer is to be offered. You read 
that epistle and you will see that 
he thus enjoins prayer, “I exhort, 
therefore, that, first of all, sup- 
plications, prayers, intercessions 
and giving of thanks be made fot 
all men; for kings, and for all that 
are in authority;’—that is, ‘“‘in 
eminent place,” as the marginal 
reading gives it, and the revised 
version, “all that are in high 
place.” Why? “That we may lead 
a quiet and peaceable life in all 
godliness and honesty.” 


Note his exhortation well: 
exhort that supplications 
and intercessions be made for all 
men.” That is his injunction as to 
our prayers, Look at it a moment. 
He enjoins that we shall pray 
for all who are in authority, who 
are in an eminent place. Look~at 
the different classes that would 
come undef that head. 


There might be mentioned, first 
of all, the rulers of state, men 
in positions of government, men 
who rule, men who make and exe- 
cute laws. For these the mighty 
apostle enjoins that there shall be 
prayer, unceasing, intercessory 
praver. And it will readily occur 
to us that such praying is -to be 
offered in behalf of men in au- 
thority, without regard to their 
political principles and _prefer- 
ment: God’s people are to nray 
for all who are in authority, how- 
ever much they may differ from 
them in politics or in the princi- 
niles to which these men subscribe, 
We owe it as a duty unto the 
Almighty to pray unceasinegly for 
all such men in positions of state 
about us. 


And do you have the shadow of 
a doubt that law would be better 
in its construction and better in 
its enforcement, if daily the sons 
and daughters of the Almighty 
made intercessions for the right 
construction and enforcement of 
law by those who sit in eminent 
position? Beyond a doubt, every 
man of us must plead guilty to 
the charge that we do not pray 
enough for men in authority, for 
men who make laws, and our oth- 
er men who seek to execute the 
laws, for men in chief positions, 
where men gather around them 
and take their cue of life largely 
from these men who are invested 
with leadership. 

Oh, the responsibility 
a public man! His position is a 
position attracting the attention 
of uncounted hosts of men; and if 
he be bad, and if he be careless 
of influence, and if he disregard 
his relations to God, and if he be 
without concern for the great 
principles of righteousness and 
truth, what a hurtful mark he 
will leave in the land in which he 
lives. God’s\ men and women are 
enjoined in Holy Scripture, di- 
rectly and impliedly, to offer in- 
tercessory prayer for men in pub- 
lic position. And, I repeat, there is 
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‘not the shadow of a doubt that 
law would be better constructed 
‘and better enforced if the law- 
makers and executives had the 
unceasing prayers of the people 
in their behalf. It is not simply 
-a question of privilege for us, O 
brethren; it is a question of duty, 
enjoined directly and specifically 
upon us by the Almighiy Himself. 

The reasons for this are mani- 
fest. Office is deceptive. Position 
‘is always a thing of great danger. 
Office is a thing full many a 
time so deceptive as utterly to 
mislead men. Men after a while in 
position are tempted to reach the 
place that Nebuchadnezzar 
reached when he said, “Is not this 
great Babylon which I have build- 
ed?” “Which I have builded.” The 
| Almighty was utterly left out. 
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And so position is ever a thing 
deceptive; and for that reason 
men in public station, either in 
Church or State, need the un- 
ceasing intercessions of the peo- 
ple of God. 

And I repeat that the question 
of politics hasn’t anything in the 
world to do with our. duty. 
Christ’s Church knows nothing of 
political lines in it. It was uttered 
some time ago, very foolishly, by 
a minister who should know bet- 
ter, that he would not be the pas- 
tor of a church if every man jn it 
did not vote a certain way. The 
statement was extremely foolish 
and improper. No such lines as 
that are to be drawn in the 
Church of Jesus Christ. Without 
any regard to a man’s political 
affiliations, or principles, or plat- 
form,.God’s people are enjoined to 
prayer, fervently and un- 
ceasingly, that men in authority 
may be guided’ aright, that 
through such guidance the people 
may lead auiet and peaceable lives 
in all godliness and honesty. 
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tions are the ministers of the Lord |

of the people of God! Brethren, if 
the Apostle Paul would write like 
this, “I beseech you, pray for me,”’ 
how much more the _ ordinary 
preacher needs to send forth that 
cry. to the people. Paul said, “1 
beseech you, brethren, for the 
Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and for 
the love of the Spirit, that ye 
strive together with me in your 
prayers to God for me.’ If earth’s 
greatest preacher would make 
such a plea as that, how much 
more the humble, ordinary, insig- 
nificant preacher needs to throw

There is an atmosphere in oe 
kingdom of God, and that atmos- 
phere is as real as is the atmos- 
phere in this physical world about 
us; and the atmosphere in which 
the preacher of God preaches is 
of untold moment in the matter 
of his preaching and usefulness for 
the lost world unto whom he is 
sent. to preach. 


When John Livingstone stood up 


and preached at Shotts, in the 
days past, a great many people 
were amazed at his preaching, for 
under. one sermon cn one occasion 
five hundred souls publicly ac- 
knowledged Jesus Christ as. their 
personal Saviour. When they 


looked into the matter, 
that the night before, 
dred had prayed all that the 
next morning, God’s Spirit might 
so rest upon the preacher, that 
a backslidden. church and com- 
munity might find out again thai 
God had power upon earth to save 
men. 

The same Story is substantially 
true of Jonathan Edwaras. When 
that. wonderful. revival came. to 
Yale University, in a past genera- 
tion, people seemed unable to ac- 
count for remarkable scenes 
in that nobly historic old univers- 
ity. When they looked into the 
matter, it was found that for 
weeks and. weeks every minister- 
jal student in that school, along 
with a number of other Christian 
young men, had risen ‘up before 
daylight, every morning, and had 
gone to a certain rocm in the 
building, and had poured out their 
hearts to God, that old Yale might 
be shaken With a Heaven-sent re- 
vival, and it came. Can you doubt 
that it came because of this inter- 
cessory prayer? * 

I have been rereading recently 
the story of Charles G. Finney, 
one of the most eminent and suc- 
cessful ministers that America 
has ever producec. Mr. Finney’s 
revival meetings are yet matters 
of note throughout ell ‘he theolog- 
ical world. He gives ain account of

Was concerned. But he prayed: 
and when Mr. Finney came to that

state, this plain man, Abel Clary, 
betook himself to prayer, shut 
himself up in his study and gave 
himself for weeks, and even for 
months, unceasingly to prayer. 
And in his journal, the simple 
diary that Clary kept, were found 
long afterwards such entries as 
these: “I have been strangely 


moved today to pray for the salva- 
tion of Utiea, and I have prayed 
for a week for Utica.” And then 
again, “I have been strangely 


moeved. today to pray for the sal- 
vation of Rochester, and I have 
prayed for Rochester for a week.’ 


Nobody knew anything about it 
the one man, but after he was 
dead, Mi. Finney saw the simple 
diary, and at the very times when 
Mr. Finney was. preaching. the 
Gospel publicly with such unex- 
ampled* power in these several 
New York cities, this plain man 
was on bended knee, interceding 
with God to save same Cli- 
ties. Do you doubt that there was 
a vital. connection between that 
man’s humble praying and the 
marvelous results that attended 
Mr, Finney’s preaching? Such il- 
lustrations might. be multiplied in- 
definitely.

And Spirit-filled Stephen 
said, “‘Ye stiffnecked and uncir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye do 
always resist the Holy Ghost: as 
vour fathers did, so do ve. Which 
of the prophets have not your fa- 
thers persecuted? and they have 
slain them which shewed before 
of the coming of the Just One;

To these Jewish leaders Stephen 
said, “Ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost.’ So here were people 
some of whom had seen Jesus and 
heard Him preach, others who had 
heard Peter the apostle at Pente- 
cost, others who had heard Ste- 
phen and other Spirit-filled men 
preaching with great power so 
that ‘“‘the word of God increased; 
and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; 
and a *great company of the 
priests were obedient to the faith” 
(Acts 6:7). And what had these 
done? They were stiffnecked and 
uncircumcised -in heart and ears, 
that is, they were stubborn in 
their rebellion against God. They 
were deliberately ‘uncircumcised 
in heart and ears,” remaining un- 
converted. -And_ this resistance 
against the Holy Spirit went to 
such length that as they heard 
Stephen preach, “they were cut 
to the heart, and they gnashed on 
him with their teeth,’ and then 
they took him out of the city and 
stoned him and killed him! Men 
did resist the Holy Spirit. These 
particular men had done so vear 
after year under great moving of 
the Holy Ghost. 


And Stephen said, “As your-fa>

thers did, so do ye.” So Stephen 
says that all the way from Abra- 
ham through the history of the 
Jewish nation down to the time of 
Christ and those same Jewish el- 
ders, unconverted Jews had re- 
sisted the Holy Ghost! 

Thus we must believe, taking 
the Word of God at face value, 
that God calls people who do not 
come. God convicts people who 
will not repent. God’s Spirit moves 
people to be saved, but they will 
not be saved. 

One of these same Jewish lead- 
ers who heard Stephen speak was 
Saul of Tarsus. Oh, how he hated 
this new sect of Christians!

now with that hate flaming in 
his heart and the zeal of Judaism 
he set out to arrest Christians at 
Jamascus. You see, Paul up to 
this time was resisting the Holy 
Ghost, so much so that later God 
said to him, “It is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks” (Acts 
9:5). So people do kick against 
the pricks of God’s Holy Spirit. 
People do resist the call of God. 
People do resist God’s grace and 
do thwart God’s offer of mercy. 
And that means that those who 
are not saved could have been 
saved. Those who reject Christ 
could have accepted Him. God of- 
fers mercy to those who will not 
have it. Those who go to Hell go, 
not because God wanted them to 
go, nor because they were pre- 
destined to go to Hell, but they 
go to Hell because they would not 
heed the moving of the Holy 
Spirit on their hearts, and they 
would not repent when God com- 
manded them to repent. They 
would not follow the light that 
God gave them. 

Again in Hebrews 10:29 we find 
the clear statement that men re- 
sist God, that sometimes men who 
are convicted and moved to get 
saved will not be saved. 

Read Hebrews 10:28 and 29 
together: “He that despised 
Moses’ law died witnout mercy 
under two or three witnesses: Of 
how much sorer punishment, sup- 
pose ye, shall he be thought wor- 
thy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, where- 
with he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, and hath done despite unto 
the Spirit of grace?”’ 

First, note that God says the 
damnation of a lost sinner is il- 
lustrated by the stoning of rebels 
against the Mosaic law in the Old 
Testament. Those who “sin wil- 
fully after that we have received 
the knowledge of the truth” 
(verse 26) are ready for judgment 
for rejecting the truth. Notice 
that the sin mentioned is willful 
sin and this involves a certain 
freedom of the will to sin or 
not to sin. (I speak not now of the 
taint in our carnal nature, but in 
the actual choice of right and 
wrong, the choice of receiving 
Christ or rejecting Him.) So a 
willful sinner under the Mosaic 
law, at the mouth of two or three 
witnesses, was stoned. But then 
God warns us, “Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose _ ye, 
shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace?” 

Verse 29, here quoted, teaches 
so clearly that men who turn 
down Christ. do it deliberately 
and that the punishment is be- 
cause of the willfulness of their 
sin. Notice. these sins: 

1. They have “trodden under 
foot the Son of 'G@qd.’’ 

2. Such a man has “counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was. sanctified, an unholy 
thing.” 

This may mean either of two 
things. It may mean that every 
lost sinner is in some sense sanc- 
tified by the death of Christ, that 
is, potentially set. apart for God. 
Since Jesus is potentially ‘the 
saviour of all men,” but “specially 
of them that believe,” as we are 
expressly told (I Tim. 4:10), then 
the blood of Jesus, potentially, 
sets anart every sinner in the 
world for God. That is saying no 
more than I Corinthians 15:22: 
“For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive.” 


Every poor sinner is. bought by 
the blood of Jesus. He is the pro- 
'pitiation “for the sins of the whole 
ic rid” (I John 2:2).

Moses very fitting tells us HOW 
to rejoice with true joy unspeak- 
able in his heart-ery, “O satisfy 
us early with thy mercy; that we 
may rejoice and be glad all our 
days” (Ps.

But as 1. dressed for 
dinner each evening I turned on 
the TV set to catch the news. 
Just before the evening news tele- 
cast I saw the tail-end of a“teen- 
age dance show. I paused a mo- 
ment and watched those young 
people dance. Now I thought: sin- 
ners at least pretended to have 6 
time. But do you _ know, 
among those hundreds of dancing 
youngsters I scarcely ever saw 
anything that resembled a smiie! 
They. were dead serious. They 
looked downright.miserable.. Most 
of them. looked positively morhid! 
And-I.thought-to myself, If being 
a sinner makes one. that unhappy, 
then I think I’m going to just 
“tough it out” as a Christian! 

A young couple in Brooklyn re- 
cently strangled their baby, then 
leaped to their death in a suicide 
pact. They were wealthy, their 
relatives said; they were college 
graduates; they had everything 
to live for, really—but sin brings 
misery. They had not tearned the 
secret of how to “rejoice”! ‘The 
blessing of the Lord, it maketh 
rich, and he addeth no sorrow 
with it’! Life begins when Jesus 
comes in! 

The second .word is ~- “RE- 
STRAIN.” The word is not found 
in the verse but the truth is 
there. Rejoice, be young, let thy 
heart cheer thee, walk in the sight 
of thine eyes: BUT,—here it is— 
“BUT know thou, that for all 
these things God will bring -thee 
into judgment” (Eccles. 11:9b). 
In all of your youth and gaity ex- 
ercise restraint for we must give 
an account of ourselves to™God. 
RESTRAIN thyself from wild pas- 
sions, flee youthful lusts, and re- 
flect upon the fact that retribu- 
tion always follows revelry. Ev- 
ery hey-day has it pay-day! “Be 
sure your sin will find you out”! 
Don’t forget that! 

The third word is “REMOVE” 
(11:10). “‘Therefore REMOVE 
sorrow from thy heart.” You 
might say, HOW? How can any- 
one in this world of testing, trial 
and tears remove sorrow? Well, 
God explains it: “Remove sorrow 
from thy heart, and put away evil 
from thy flesh’! There you have 
it! The way to eliminate much 
sorrow and grief is to put away 
evil from thy flesh. Adl suffering 
comes. directly or indirectly be- 
cause of sin in the human race. 
sut. specifically most heartache, 
trial, burden, divorce and sorrow 
come because of giving way to 
the flesh. So God says to “put 
away evil.” 

That brings us to the absolute 
necessity for receiving Christ and 
thus becoming a child of God. It 
is utterly impossible to put away 
evil without first trusting Christ 
for salvation, thus being made a 
partaker of the divine nature, and 
escaping the corruption that is 
in the world through lust (II Pet. 
1:4b). Paul said he could do “all 
things.” HOW? “. . . through 
Christ which strengtheneth me” 
(Phil. 4:13). Trust Him who has 
already put evil away! 


Someone has said, “Unless there 
is within us that which is above 
us, We shall soon succumb to that 
which 4s about us’! How true. 

So we must be “born again,” 


Jesus said (John. 3:7), Which is 
literally to say, “be born from 
above.,”’ 

Receiving Christ, one can re- 
move sorrow by putting away evil 
—at least the sorrow that comes 
from our evil Ways, for “if any 
man be in Christ he is a n@w crea- 
ture’ (II Cor. 5:17). “E&cept ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish”! (Luke 13:3). | 

Remove sorrow by putting away 
evil. Now this putting away evil 
exactly contradicts the temper of 
the times. “. . . The whole world 
lieth in wickedness” (I John 5: 


19b). The world says to “eat, 
drink, and be merry.’ The world 
Sings: ‘Let yourself go’! The 


world says to “have your fling.” 
The world says, “Sow your wild 
oats; let eternity take care of it- 


self!” But listen quietly for a min- 


ute and you'll hear the hiss of the 
serpent! When Mr. Satan made 
his first appearance to the human 
race, he came denying the Word 
f God and assuring Mrs. Eve that 
she could disobey God and get 
away with it. “Thou shalt nol 
surely die’! (Gen. 3:4). The world 
thinks that freedom ‘consists in 
wild, reckless abandon, in an ab- 
sence of restraint. | 

I remember reading one of the 
old divines who said, “Freedom 
consists in remaining. willingly 
within the -confines of the limits 
God has traced. Anything else is 
rebellion, license and servitude!” 

Now the fourth “R” brings us 
to our text proper in Ecclesiastes 
im ga & 

“REMEMBER”! 

“Remember now. thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth.” 


Remember God Now 
Or It May Be Never 

Remember God now, for all who 
forget God shall be turned into 
Hell!: (Ps. 9:17). 

REMEMBER NOW IF YOU 
EVER INTEND TO. You will 
probably never surrender if you do 
not do so while you are young.

Victory Over Worry

“Worry, as we shall see, is the 
most useless, unnecessary and 


harmful way out of anguish.” So 
states the author in his introduc- 
tion to this helpful pamphlet pre- 
senting steps to victory over an in- 
creasingly prevalent sin. It is a 
skillful blending of Scripture, poe- 
try, and sanctified common sense. 

Chapter one deals with the 
cause of worry, and he describes 
it under the three-fold classifica- 
tion: the cares of life, the atmos- 
phere of the world, and the ignor- 
ance of God.
